Santa Ana’s business is at its 
highest point since the depres¬ 
sion. 

Every responsible index of busi¬ 
ness conditions reflected gains to¬ 
day in monthly and quarterly re¬ 
ports of activities. Bank depos¬ 
its, postal receipts, building per¬ 
mits and other signs pointed out 
a healthy boom in business. 

Receipts Go Up 

Postal receipts for the third 
quarter, ending yesterday, showed 
a gain of $3,780.56 over the same 
quarter of 1935, and business for 
the first three quarters of 1936 
was $6,428.31 ahead of the same 
period last year. 

Postmaster Frank Harwood re¬ 
ported September receipts of $13,- 
481.92, as compared with $13,- 
339.40 in September. 1935. 

This brought the quarter’s re¬ 
ceipts to $41,028.90 as compared 
with $37,248.34 last year. For the 
year to date receipts were $119,- 
622.28 as compared with $113,- 
193.97 in the same period of 1935. 

Bankers said deposits are at the 
high point of the year, and re¬ 
ported active business in financial 
circles. 

Building Gains 

September building permits were 
less than those of the preceding 
month, but were practically three 
times those of September, 1935. 

For the first nine months of 
1936, 539 permits have been issued 
for a total of $861,005, as compared 
with 577 permits for $797,647 in 
the same period of 1935, a gain of

hundred Fascist insurgents in Fort 
Estrecho de Quinto are surrounded 
by 3000 Spanish government mil¬ 
itia in a critical siege similar to 
that of the Alcazar fortress at To¬ 
ledo, the Huesca correspondent of 
the Portuguese Dario Noticias re¬ 
ported today. 

The only supplies reaching the 
fort, which is a few miles east of 
Huesca, were said to have been 
dropped by insurgent airplanes. 

The besieged Fascists were 
maintaining semaphoric communi¬ 
cations with another insurgent 
fortress two miles away, on the 
brow of a hill. 

A column of Fascists from the 
Bilbao sector soon will be released 
to make a forced march to Huesca 
in an attempt to raise the siege, 
the dispatches said. 

The besieged insurgents were 
reported plentifully supplied with 
ammunition with which they were 
repelling numerous attacks by mil¬ 
itiamen.

President Roosevelt carried his 
re-election campaign into West 
Virginia and Pennsylvania today, 
en route to Pittsburgh for another 
major exposition of the New Deal 
to be broadcast tonight. 

Both before and after he speaks, 
administration policies will be as¬ 
sailed on the air. Col. Frank 
Knox, Republican vice presidential 
nominee, also will precede the 
President with a talk from Pitts¬ 
burgh; Alfred E. Smith will fol¬ 
low' him immediately in address¬ 
ing the Independent Coalition of 
American Women, which supports 
Landon and Knox, in New' York. 

A brief speech at a festival in 
Elkins, W. V., first engaged the j 
President, Platform appearances 
were scheduled as his train passed 
through Grafton, Fairmont and 
Morgantown, in West Virginia, 
and Connellsville, Pa. Last night 
he criticized "partisan hostility” 
to the social security act. 

Hoover at Topeka 

Riding a cross-country train 
from Denver, Herbert Hoover was 
due in Topeka today to confer 
with Governor Landon. At Den¬ 
ver last night Hoover criticized 
federal tax policies. 

Stump fighting by other leaders 
continued, with Roosevelt sup¬ 
porters striking back at criticism 
of his farm policies. Hugh S. 
Johnson, former NRA chief, said 
a recent speech by George N. 
Peek was "the most unfair attack 
that has yet been launched at the 
President.” 

Secretary Wallace said the issue 
"is whether farmers are to con¬ 
tinue to have the moral, legal and 
economic equivalent of what the 
corpoate form of organization 
and the tariff have given in¬ 
dustry.” 

Knox Fires Blast 

Col. Knox declared in an address 
last night that the New Deal is 
“planless, confused, muddled," 

The word "communism" contin¬ 
ued to be heard in campaign pro¬ 
nouncements. Commenting on the 
declaration by President Roose¬ 
velt that communism was being 
used as a "red herring” in the 
campaign, Republican Chairman 
John D. M. Hamilton said Mr. 
Roosevelt was on the “defensive" 
in an effort “to unlink his admin¬ 
istration” from radicalism. 

Talking to a Minneapolis audi¬ 
ence, Rep. William Lemke, Union 
party presidential candidate, called 
Roosevelt and Landon “the gold 
dust twins of Wall street.”

The fires were creeping down 
the sides of the canyon today. 
They are still four miles from the 
nearest inhabited districts. 

Forest Supervisor William V. 
Jones estimated more than 3000 
acres have been denuded of trees 
since the blaze started Tuesday. 

Two hundred men on the east¬ 
ern edge of the flat, their com¬ 
munication lines to fire headquar¬ 
ters severed, reported their safety 
by short-wave field radio.

“I also contacted another stock¬ 
holder who tried to sell his shares 
through a brokerage firm to bank 
officials at $125 but he told me 
that he had been informed that 
they were not interested at any 
figure higher than $100 a share. 

“In another instance, I con¬ 
tacted and optioned a block of 
14 shares which the owner had 
purchased for $125 a share, re¬ 
ceiving the old stock without any 
additional cost. 

Receives Price 

"Several other stockholders of¬ 
fered me their holdings at $125 
a share, hut feeling that the stock 
is worth more, started taking op¬ 
tions at $135 and later raised it 
to $140, which price, if I exercise 
my option, I propose to pay ail 
parties. 

"I have now been informed that 
officials of the bank claim the 
stock is worth from $150 to $200 
a share, and are very Anxious to 
keep control of ihe institution 
within the board of directors and 
officials. 

"Therefore, in fairness to them, 
I offer the options which I now 
hold to officials of the bank at 
$145 a share, provided they con¬ 
tact me and accept this offer on 
or before Saturday, Oct. 3, 1936, 
at 12 o’clock noon.

000 have met death, and in Mil¬ 
waukee, where such educational 
methods as he will institute here 
have been in force for several 
years, but 11 deaths per 100.000 
population have occurred this 
year, Wilcox said. 

Speed is the main factor in fa¬ 
tal accidents, he stated, and close 
following are negligence and care¬ 
lessness. Wilcox intends to divide 
the county into zones and appoint 
chairmen of these zones, leaders 
in civic, club and religious work, 
he added. 

Judges do not cooperate with 
highway patrol officers, he said, 
and he hopes for a more stringent 
punishment of traffic violators.

BERATES RESCUER 
FOR LOSING HAT 

SYRACUSE, N. Y. (A*)—Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt, describing national 
recovery efforts, told this story in 
his address here: "A nice old gen¬ 
tleman, wearing a silk hat, fell off 
the end of a pier. A friend ran 
down the pier, dived overboard 
and pulled him out, but the silk 
hat floated off with the tide. Af¬ 
ter the old gentleman had been 
rescuscitated he was effusive in 
his thanks. He praised his friend 
for saving his life. To day, three 
years later, the old gentleman is 
berating his friend because the 
silk hat was lost.” 


Prosecution of the 11 men ac¬ 
cused of bookmaking in Orange 
county may be conducted along 
entirely different lines, as the re¬ 
sult of an appellate court decision 
on a similar case received here to¬ 
day by Deputy District Attorney 
Harold McCabe. 

The Honorable E. J. Marks, 
judge of the fourth district court 
of appeals and formerly on the su¬ 
perior court bench here, ruled on 
the appeal of a bookmaking con¬ 
viction from San Bernardino coun¬ 
ty that the burden of proof that 
money accepted in local “agencies” 
really goes to the track on which 
it is bet, to be placed through pari¬ 
mutuel machines, is on the de¬ 
fendant. 

One of the points on which 
counts against defendants in the 
Turf agency case here last winter 
were dismissed was that the coun¬ 
ty prosecutors could furnish no 
proof that the money accepted for 
bets at Santa Anita and foreign 
tracks actually was not wired 
there. 

Justice Marks, McCabe said, also 
ruled that the section of the penal 
code under which bookmaking is 
prosecuted is still in effect, and 
was not repealed by passage of the 
horse-racing act, making betting 
on horses legal in California. The 
act specifically states that all bets 
must be made either at the track 
or through licensed representa¬ 
tives, and must go through the 
pari-mutuel machines.

In President Roosevelt’s speech 
Tuesday night before the Demo¬ 
cratic state convention of New 
York he very specifically and def¬ 
initely answers Mr. Hearst and 
others of his ilk who seek to be¬ 
cloud the real issues of the cam¬ 
paign by charging the administra¬ 
tion with Communism. 

The President said: 

"There will be—there are—many 
false issues. In that respect, this 
will be no different from other 
campaigns. Partisans, not willing 
to face realities, will drag out red 
herrings — as they always have 
done—to divert attention from the 
trail of their own weaknesses. 

"This practice is as old as our 
democracy. Avoiding the facts— 
fearful of the truth—a malicious 
opposition charged that George 
Washington planned to make him¬ 
self King under a British form of 
government: that Thomas Jeffer¬ 
son planned to set up a guillotine 
under a French revolutionary form 
of government; that Andrew Jack- 
son soaked the rich of the east¬ 
ern seaboard and planned to sur¬ 
render American democracy to the 
dictatorship of a frontier mob. 
They called Abraham Lincoln a 
Roman emperor, Theodore Roose¬ 
velt a destroyer, Woodrow Wilson 
a self-constituted messiah. 

Not an Issue 

‘‘In this campaign another her¬ 
ring turns up. It has been British 
and French—and a variety of other 
things. This year it is Russian. 
Desperate in mood, angry at fail¬ 
ure, cunning in purpose, individ¬ 
uals and groups are seeking to 
make Communism an issue in an 
election where Communism is not 
a controversy between the two 
major parties.” 

He then recalls his heritage, the 
quarter of a century of public 
service in the state of New York 
and his four years’ record as presi¬ 
dent of the United States, and 
says: "I have not sought, I do not 
seek, I repudiate the support of 
any advocate of Communism or of 
any other alien ‘ism’ which would 
by fair means or foul change our 
American democracy. That is my 
position. It always has been my 
position. It always will be my 
position.”

Courv Orders Return of 
Down Payment Made 
on Automobile 


The order which a purchaser of 
a new car signs, accepting delivery 
of an automobile, and accompanied 
by a down payment or deposit, is 
not a binding contract, Superior 
Judge H. G. Ames ruled yester¬ 
day. 

He ordered the B. J. MacMulIen 
company of Santa Ana to return 
$145 of a $150 down payment on 
a car by Lydia Schroeder, Santa 
Ana, when she proved she never 
took delivery on the car. 

Representatives of the company 
maintained the order stood in lieu 
of a contract, until the formal 
document was officially drawn up 
and signed, and refused to return 
her deposit, claiming she had 
broken the contract.

Sunday, Oct. 4, will mark the 
opening of the annual member¬ 
ship drive of Santa Ana Parent- 
Teacher associations, which will 
continue through ail next week 
and close Saturday, Oct. 10. 

Each school association will 
carry on its own campaign, offer¬ 
ing a prize for the room bringing 
in the greatest number of new 
members, and the Santa Ana P.-T. 
A. council is offering an award 
for the school showing the great¬ 
est increase. 

Looking ahead to the fortieth 
anniversary of P.-T. A., which is 
coming up in Feburary, 1937, and 
harking back at the same time to 
the origin of the movement, Mrs. 
John J. Mills, president of the 
council, presents to the drive 
workers a clear statement of the 
purpose of the organization in the 
following paragraphs: 

“On Feb. 17, 1937, we will cele¬ 
brate the fortieth aniversary of 
the founding of the Parent-Teach¬ 
er association. Great programs 
are being planned to celebrate the 
occasion. 

“When this movement was first 
started its purpose was to or¬ 
ganize groups of mothers for 
study for the child. Often these 
were in churches. Others were in 
connection with kindergartens and 
public schools. Some were neigh¬ 
borhood groups. 

“Then very soon the need was 
to help the two institutions having 
the greatest direct, influence on 
the child, the home and the school. 
Then it entered into a nation¬ 
wide campaign for organization 
of the Parent-Teacher association. 
The Parent-Teacher association 
brought the home and school into | 
very close relationship in behalf 
of children.” 

Quoting from the Christian 
Science Monitor of May 11, Mrs. 
Mills stated, “The Parent-Teacher 
association has been called a 'folk' 
organization because it has grown 
to know no boundaries of social 
distinction, but takes in all strata 
of society—both men and women, 
Doth rich and poor, both college 
graduates and those who finished 
farther down the educational lari- I 
der—just ‘parents and teachers' [ 
wherever they may be found who j 
are interested in helping along the 
training of their children." 

Continuing in her own words, 
Mrs. Mills concluded, "Parents 
and teachers working together are j 
able to accomplish much which , 
either working alone would find 
very hard to work out. 

“Over 80 per cent of the mem¬ 
bers of the Parent-Teacher move¬ 
ment joined in the first place be¬ 
cause your child asked you to, 
maybe to win a prize, or a party 
or picnic for the child's room. 
Then you attended a meeting or 
two again maybe to please your 
child, so the room might win the 
treat. After attending you found 
the acquaintances you made really 
meant a great deal. 

“I myself enjoy meeting the 
teachers on a friendly relation¬ 
ship. I found that to do best for 
my children I must be interested 
in aH children. The P.-T. A 
touches every phase of activity 
for children. It gets things done. 
It is so vital, so worthwhile, that 
one must share in it."

Slowly

An all-wise Providence appar¬ 
ently foresaw that babies would 
have doting grandmothers, old 
maid aunts and peevish fathers, 
who would insist on feeding a 
baby whenever it cried. Nature 
provided for this circumstance by 
forming the baby’s stomach much 
like a bucket. Whenever it be¬ 
comes too full, it just runs over. 

Babies do not have stomach 
trouble unless we give them too 
much food at too frequent inter¬ 
vals, or give them such food as 
they cannot digest. Then it is 
usually thrown off and if we do 
not repeat our indiscretion we 
hear no more about it. Some 
babies are regular little pigs, and 
go after their food as though they 
were starving. They gulp it down 
in great swallows and large 
amount of air with it.

The Browder Arrest 

O PPOSED' as we are to Communism in all its forms, 
The Journal deplores the unwise, unjust and 
un-American arrest of Communist Nominee Earl Browder 
yesterday in Terre Ha te on a trumped-up charge of 
vagrancy. 

This stupid move can no more stop the progress of 
Communism in the United States than the tom-tom of a 
half-witted witch doctor can halt an attack of smallpox. 
If anything, it will help the Communist cause along by 
making a martyr out of Browder and Fascist saps out of 
the officials who engineered the incident. 

Such pointless arrests are horrible examples of the 
brutal philosophy which holds that the best way to com¬ 
bat a political or religious belief is to kill or imprison its 
supporters.

The British tried it on the early 
American patriots. And unfortunately we still have in 
every community today a few over-zealous and well-mean¬ 
ing individuals who believe it is the best way to handle 
Communism. 

Instead, it is the worst. It merely wins sympathy 
for the victims from many people whose finer sensibilities 
revolt at any form of cruelty or injustice, regardless of 
the provocation. 

The first step toward extirpating Communism in this 
country should be to tell the truth about the chaos and 
bloodshed into which its adoption would plunge us all. 
The second step should be to eradicate those economic 
conditions and political resentments which make certain 
classes a fertile breeding ground for Red propaganda. The 
Journal will continue to fight Communism along these 
lines. 

This business of going into a red funk and arresting 
Communists on fake charges is both wrong and stupid.

That is legitimate business competition. And you can 
rest assured that the energetic Canadians will do their 
bfpt to capitalize on the opportunity the strike would 
afford. 

There is but one way to keep the West from an eco¬ 
nomic blow—keep the ships moving, through cooperation 
of the shippers and the workmen, pending arbitration and 
the signing of a new contract.
